“In view of the correspondence which 
has passed between this government and 
Great Britain and Germany, respective- 
ly, relative to the declaration of a war 
zone by the German admiralty and the 
use of neutral flags by British merchant 
vessels, this government ventures to ex- 
press the hope that the two belligerent 
governments may, through reciprocal 
concessions, find a basis for agreement 
Which will relieve neutral ships engaged 
in peaceful commerce from the great 
dangers Which they will incur in the high 
s€as adjacent to the coasts of the belliger- 
ents. 

“ The government of the United States 
respectfully suggests that an agreement 
in terms like the following might be en- 
tered into. This suggestion is not to be 
regarded as in any sense a proposal made 
by this government, for it, of course, fully 
recognizes that it is not its privilege to 
propose terms of agreement between 
Great Britain and Germany, even if the 
matter be one in which it and the people 
of the United States are directly and 
deeply interested. It is merely venturing 
to take the liberty which it hopes may 
be accorded a sincere friend desirous of 
not embarrassing either nation involved, 
and of serving, if it may, the common in- 
terests of humanity. The course outlined

TEXT OF GERMAN REPLY 
HANDED TO AMBASSADOR 


‘* BERLIN, March 1.—The undersigned 
has the honor to inform his excellency, 
Mr. James W. Gerard, ambassador of the 
United States of America, in reply to the 
note of the 22d instant, that the imperial 
German government have taken note with 
great interest of the suggestion of the 
American government that certain prin- 
ciples for the conduct of maritime war on 
the part of Germany and England be 
agreed upon for the protection of neutral 
shipping. They see therein now evidence 
of friendly feelings of the American gov- 
ernment toward the German government 
which are fully reciprocated by Germany. 

“It is in accordance with Germany's 
wishes also to have maritime war con- 
ducted according to rules which without 
discriminately restricting one or the other 
of the belligerent powers in the useof the 
means of warfare areequally considerate 
oftheinterests of neutrals and the dictates 
of humanity. Consequently it was inti- 
mated in the German note of the 16th in- 
stant that observation of the declaration 
of London on the part of Germany's ad- 
versaries would create a new. situation 
from which the German government 
would gladly draw the proper conclu- 
sions. 

** Proceeding from this view, the Ger- 
man government have carefully examined 
the suggestion of the American govern- 
ment and believe that they can actually 
see in it a suitable basis for the practical 
solution of the questions which have 
arisen. :

“ PARIS, March 14, 1915.—The foreign 
office of the French government replies ae 
follows: 

“*In a letter dated March 7 your ex- 
cellency was good enough to draw my at- 
tention to the views of the government 
of the United States regarding the recent 
communications from the French and 
British governments concerning a fre- 
striction to be laid upon commerce with 
Germany.

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AUSTRIA TAKING. 
AWAY ARCHIVES 


Embassy Papers Being Re- 
moved from Rome as Sit- 
uation Grows Critical. 


ROME, March 17.—It is learned that a 
courier of the Austrian embassy is mak-

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FIVE DAY FIGHT 
COSTS BRITONS | 
12,000 TROOPS 


London Statement Says Casu- 
alties Among Germans 
Were 18,000 Men, 


LONDON, March 17.—Statements issued 
by the war office tonight give details of 
the terrific battles of Neuve Chapelle and 
St. Eloi, which resulted in the defeat of 
the German plan to smash the British line 
.and advance ia northern France. 

The battles lasted for five days, from 
March 10 to March 14, and resulted in 
enormous sacrifices by both sides. 

The British cagualty lista.show chat 112 
officers were killed or died from wounds 
and that 192 officers were wounded or are 
missing. The list of casualties among the 
men has not been published, but com- 
petent critics estimate tnem at about two- 
thirds of those suffered by the Germans, 
which Field Marshal Sir John French, 
the British commander in chief, said were 
betweem 17000 and 18,000. 


Describes Many Attacks. 

The following description of the fighting 

at St. Elo by a correspondent at the front 
is published here: 
“The Germans, strongly reinforced 
‘from Bruges, advanced from Zillebeke 
and Hollebeke, converging in great 
strength on St. Eloi, south of Ypres. 
The British fought stubbornly, against 
heavy odds. Numbers prevailed, and the 
British fell back to the protection of a 
small canal. 


“The triumph of the Germans was 


short lived. The British reinforcements, 
hurried to the front, flung themselves 
against the enemy and carried the village 
at the point of the bayonet with terrible 
slaughter. The enemy, undaunted, sum- 
moned more troopa, and for two daysa 
battle raged around St. Eloi hill.

Oficial Bureau in Petro- 
grad Brands Austrian | 


QUOTES JEWISH PAPER, 


PETROGRAD, March 7.—The Russian 
official press bureau tonight made public 
the following statement: 

“The Austro-German newspapers re- 
port that Herr Reizess, a member of the 
Austrian reichsrath, has addressed to 
Sergius Sazonoff, the Russian foreign 
minister,*-an open letter charging the 
Russian soldiers with having. committed 
outrages on the Jewish population in 
Galicia, Bukowina, and Russian Poland. 
Herr Reizese contended that even in 
Russia the Jews were being made the vic- 
tims of pogroms and that Jewish wound- 
cd soldiers in hospitals were not allowed 
to see their parents. 

“The Vestnik is authorized categor- 
ically to deny these calumnies, The Rus- 
sian people and the Russian army declare 
that it has never been reported that a 
pogrom has taken place either in the in- 
terior of the empire or in the theater of 
war. 


Jewish Newspaper Quoted. 

“In the Jewish newspaper, Novy Vos- 
khod, Baron Guensbourg, who visited the 
theater of war, reports that he failed to 
detect in the army any feeling of hostil- 
ity toward the Jews. The same news- 
paper draws attention to the important 
@ubsidies granted Jewish populations 
which have been victims of the war. 

* Dealing with the achievements of the 
Jewish soldiers the same newspaper says 
that by express order of Emperor Nich- 
olas, an aide de camp visited the hospi- 
tal in Petrograd organized by the Jew- 
ish community, thanked the soldiers for 
their gallantry and awarded the Cross of 
St. George to three Jews.”’ 


TO RAISE $100,000 FOR JEWS. 

A campaign has been launched by the 
Chicago Jewish relief committee for war 
sufferers to raise a fund of $100,000 to aid 
the Jews in the war zones. Canvassers 
for subscriptions armed with identifica- 
tion cards and proper credentials will be- 
gin to solicit subscriptions today. There 
are 9,000,000 Jewa in the war zones. Six 
million of these are herded in Poland and 
Gelicia and 3,000,000 already are home- 
less and starving. 

Arrangements have been made with thie 
various Jewish relief committees of the 
countries at war so that it is assured every 
penny donated will reach the sufferera 
In its appeal the committee describes the 
conditions abroad as given in letters and 
dispatches ‘from foreign newspapers.

Foreign Papers Accessible. 
The bookstores, too, are filled 
books on the war—O, and I just remem- 
ber what I meant to speak of first of all, 
perhaps the most astonishing thing in 
Germany. In any town, at any book- 
store, at any news stand, you may buy 
French papers, English papers, English 
books written against the war, Amer- 
ican arguments, or Italian treatises. 
Outside of Germany one always hears: 
“ They are a poor befooled people. They 
aren't allowed to see anything but their 
own papers, and those papers are written 
_to conform with a cut and dried rule, and 
whoever prints a word of the truth is 
imprisoned. Let them once know how 
ings actually stand and their courage

Cincinnati, O., March 17.—Asserting 
that the European belligerents, in tram- 
pling on the righte of neutrals, had made it 
difficult to keep the United States from 
being embroiled, Gov. Edward F. Dunne 
of Illinois tonight before the Irish Fellow- 
ship club pleaded with “ hyphenated 
Americans "’ to aid the administration in 
the crisis by refraining from the public 
expression of whatever eympathies they 
may have with nations at war. 

Gov. Dunne said that persons of foreign 
birth or lineage in America should piace 
loyalty to this nation above all else. 


Aske Irish to Be Loyal. 

He epoke of the pride Irishmen have 
in the part they took In the upbuilding of 
the United States and asserted that “ at. 
the preserit, more than ever in the his- 
tory of this nation, ahould the citizen 
of Irish birth or lineage be cazeful to place 
his loyalty to the United States above 
his sympathies with any of the Duropean 


“It is now the supreme duty of the 
statesmen in Washington to keep this 
country from being embroiled in the con- 
flict in Burope,” Gov. Dunne asserted. 
*“*Day by day the belligerents are tram- 
pling on the rights of neutrals and making 
it almost impossible to keep our country 
from entanglement. 
Duty to Uphold Wilson. 

“In this critical situation it is the duty 
of every American citizen to uphold the 
president in his efforts to preserve peace 
between this country and the warring na- 
tions. Never in recent history was there 
greater need of moderation, tact, and 


loyalty by its citizens. 

“To allow this nation to become en- 
guifed in the European cataclysm would 
be a stupendous political blunder, if nota 
political crime, which the patriotic presi- 
dent and the secretary of state will not 
commit.

Aid Society Cares for 7,000 
Children. 


More than 7,000 cependent children have 
been cared for by the Illinois Children’s 
Home and Aid society in the last thirty- 
two years, according to reports made at 
the annual meeting of the society at the 
Auditorium hotel yesterday. 

The society has for its purpose the care 

and maintenance of dependent and or- 
phaned children, for whom two receiving 
stations are maintained, one at Du Quoin, 
Perry county, and the other in Evans- 
ton. ‘ 
During the last year the reports of the 
managers show¢ed more than 2,400 chil- 
dren have been cared for by the society 
through these two receiving stations. The 
cost of this work in the “ foster home 
care’ of the society was about $40 an- 
nually for each child, the expense of 
which was covered by the $70,000 contrib- 
uted to the society during 1914. 

R. J. Bennett of Chicago, retiring prest- 
dent of the society, presided at the meet- 
ing and reports were made by Mrs. Julie 
M. Way, assistant superintendent: Her- 
man Newman, director of the aid depart- 
ment; Mrs. Frank Darling, secretary of 
the north shore advisory board; John A.

In the printing shop at the rear of the 
bank whence comes La Patria, the min- 
fons of Mastrogiovanni, the editor, were 
busy at case and desk.

this bank.”” he announced, formally. “I 
em empowered by the trust company to 
take charge of your assets—where are 

they?” 

Mastrogiovanni, gone pale, waved a fat 
hand at his cash drawers and the big new 
vault at the end of the cages. Goldback 
slipped ground the partition, jerked open 
one of the cash drawers, and began me- 
thodically to count its contents. The fam- 
ly derks stopped work and stood about 
him. The news got into the printing 
shop. The clatter there ceased and sub- 
editors and printers came trooping out. 

The custodian who came with Goldback 
had found a paste pot and was making 
for the front door with it, carrying the
